Mexican people. Because of the 
favorable response the mural 
drew from students and 
community members alike, it is 
now on display in the Neally 
Library. 

Cinco de Mayo marks the 
anniversary of the nineteenth 
century battle of Guadalupe, 
near Puebla in Mexico. 

On May 5, 1862, the French 
army advanced upon the city of 
Guadalupe, confident that they 
would easily master the city. In 
Puebla was a Mexican army 
commanded by Ignacio Zaragoza 
and an army of ex-guerillas led 
by inexperienced generals. 

In the battle that followed, 
the French army, with the loss 
of more than a thousand men, 
was overcome and fled to the 
coast. 

The great importance of 
Cinco de Mayo does not lie 
within the battle itself, but 
rather in the effect of it upon 
the people of Mexico. It is a 
memory of a battle whose 
outcome meant the destiny of 
the whole country. 


Lot paving project near 


SAC administrators are 
planning to convert a portion of 
the campus to a parking lot and 
hoping to acquire new land for 
the same purpose. 

Ernest R. Norton, SAC vice 
president of Fiscal Affairs and 
Assistant Superintendent, said, 
“We are hoping by the end of 
summer or before to blacktop 
the area between the baseball 
field and the football field.” 

This would add over 100 
parking spaces according to 
Norton. 

He located the property being 
considered for parking 
acquisitions as ‘‘all land south of 


the college between Pacific and 
College (Streets) to 
Washington.” 


The first draft of an 
Environmental Impact Report 
evaluating the proposed parking 
area was accepted recently by 
the Board of Trustees and filed 
with state agencies. 


The report noted that “the 
proposed acquisition and 
development will add 766 
on-campus parking spaces, but 
will not fulfill the college's 
projected ultimate parking 
needs.” 


Funding is a problem 
according to Norton who says 
that fees from parking stickers 
and fines from violations are 
going “primarily toward the 
purchase of land for parking.” 

Norton says the fees that are 
collected in these areas are going 
in part to the salaries of security 
personnel who patrol the 
parking lot. No exact figures 


were given. 
The SAC administrator 
denied the existence of a 


violations-quota system. 
“Tickets are to be given,” he 
said, “only in a situation where 
there's a violation.”

Indy race car opens 
drive for sponsorship

When the flag drops to start 
the Indianapolis 500 late this 
month, one of the automobiles 
running will be sponsored by 
SAC. 

The ‘Spirit of Orange 
County” counts as one of its 
official sponsors Santa Ana 
College. The non-profit 
organization that will operate 
the car will turn over whatever 
profit it gains this year to 
Orange County schools to be 


used in special education 
programs. 

According to Dave 
Whitcomb, automotive 
technology instructor, the 
program has the backing of the 
Orange County Board of 
Supervisors and Board of 
Education. 


The car was on campus last 
week to kick off the 
membership drive for the ‘‘Spirit 
of Orange County” racing team. 
Jerry Grant, the driver of the 
race car, was also on hand for 
the public introduction. 

Although» the school is a 
designated sponsor, the district 
has not put up any money. 

Individual students can join 


the “Spirit's” racing team for a 


$5 fee. The fee goes towards the 
expected annual operating cost 


of $175,000. Membership 
applications are available in the 
Student Activities Office and 
Automotive Lab. 

“This is a first in the world of 
racing,” said Whitcomb. “It’s the 
first time a community and 
college can be part of a racing 
team.” 


According to Whitcomb, 
SAC’s involvement with the car 
came after the Automotive 
Department was described in the 
newspaper, Motor Sports 
Weekly. Don Lacone, part owner 
of the car and also affiliated 
with the paper, became 
interested in SAC as a sponsor. 

The “Spirit” is one of the 
two original Gurney-Eagle cars 
and has recently been 
refurbished with a turbo-charged 
Offenhauser engine. The fleet 
automobile is scheduled to run 
in the next “Indianapolis race 
with Grant -- the first driver to 
set the 200 m.p.h. record at 
Ontario -- behind the wheel. 

Whitcomb was optimistic 
about the ‘‘Spirit’s’’ chances at 
the Indy 500: “It is the best 
prepared car. With the new 
engine in it now, it is every bit as 
competitive as any other car.” 
He added, ‘Jerry Grant drives a 
car hard. If the car stays 
together, he can win.”

Strained co-op program 
folds with SAC investment 


The discount food co-op 
sanctioned by the ASB has 
folded due to lack of 
co-operation from the economy 
and customers. 

International Buying Service, 
a Tustin-based subsidiary of 
Vortex Industries, announced 
last week that they were 
selling-out to a major food 
distributor. The financially ailing 
company closed the retail 
membership operation that had 
over 3,700 customers. 

An undetermined number of 
SAC students are involved in the 
foodco-op as a result of the 
membership offered through the 
purchase of a student body card. 
The program was initiated by 
Don McCain, student activities 
director, last semester. 
According to McCain, “It is 
impossible to estimate the 
number of students that 
enrolled. It was a great program 
until they shut the doors. | 
didn’t have any complaints at all 
until last week when people 
began to call me about 
recovering their investment.” 

President of the company, 
Albert Jackson, said, “We are a 


victim of the economy. The 
legal maneuver of filing for 
reorganization is a means of 
keeping creditors off our backs. 
The tight money market led to 
IBS’s woes.” 

The food buying service listed 
about 800 items of major 
brand-name foods in its 
catalogue, primarily canned 
goods and other non-perishable 
items and frozen meats. The 
firm advertised to ‘save 30 per 
cent’ on grocery. bills by 
purchasing bulk quantities of 
staple foods. 

The company began 
operating in Orange County in 
1973, and now has warehouses 
in Santa Ana, Placentia, 
Fountain Valley, Mission Viejo, 
San Fernando Valley and 
Oxnard. The phones in the 
warehouses and the main office 
were temporarily disconnected 
last week, and a number of 
callers had difficulty getting 
information on the status of 
their investment. 

McCain advised any student 
with money invested in the firm 
should contact him at the 
Student Activities Office, 


extension 395, to fill out claim 
forms that the company issued. 
These persons will be 
reimbursed. 

“We don’t feel anyone is 
going to get burnt,” said 
Jackson. “The accountants tell 
me there is enough inventory to 
handle all outstanding claims.” 

The normal fee charged by 
the firm to join the co-op was 
$52. But that requirement was 
waived for SAC students that 
bought an ASB card. Students 
had to only pay one dollar for 
membership. This was offered as 
part of a package of incentives 
to purchase the card during the 
fall and spring semester. An 
estimated 3,200 SAC students 
have an ASB card. 


McCain stated that he` 


contacted the Better Business 
Bureau of Orange County and 
the Tustin Police Department to 
determine if there had been any 
mis-representation in the 
company. But according to Sgt. 
Walt Wedemyer of TPD, “I 
didn't. find anything criminal” 
after taking several customer 
complaints to the district 
attorney’s office. 


Citizens crime abatement 
plan receives city accord

Unanimous approval met a 
motion to formulate the 
implementation of a $1.8 
million team policing and crime 
abatement program at the April 
14 meeting of the Santa Ana 
City Council. 

The council action made 
specific recommendations for 
‘immediate and long-term funding 
of the crime abatement program 
which includes a substantial 
increase in police personnel. The 
following week, on April 21, the 
police personnel, expansion 
began when the council 
approved a transfer of existing 
funds from other department 
budgets to the crime abatement 
program. 


In a telephone interview, 
newly elected councilman and 
former SAC student David 
Brandt said of the program, “I 
supported it all the way, from 
the time the campaign started to 
our first meeting of the new 


council (April 14).” 

“We're forced into taking 
some large moves pretty 
quickly,” he continued, “or 
keep on going downhill.” Later 
he quoted the figure that one of 
every thirteen homes in the city 
has been burglarized, adding, 
“They got me the first of last 
month.” 

Brandt called the Police 
Department personnel expansion 
“playing catch-up ball” adding, 
“We're so far behind 
manpower-wise -- with a figure 
of 1.34 officers per thousand 
population compared with the 
national average of 1.84. The 
intent is to (eventually) go over 
this figure and make some real 
progress.” 


The City Manager, Police and 
Finance Departments are 
currently working out details of 
the program along the council's 
guidelines. Their reports and 
recommendations will 
subsequently be submitted for 
final council approval. 


The crime abatement 
program follows the outline 
provided in the Santa Ana 
Citizens Crime Commission 
report issued last February. 

Foremost among the 
Commission’s recommendations 
is the team policing concept 
calling for additional police 
personnel, restructuring of 
patrol areas and establishment of 
closer community ties. 


The newly elected 
councilman said that this 
approach constitutes the 
application of the existing funds 
to immediately begin the 
addition of some of the 110 
police personnel -- both sworn 
and unsworn; patrolmen and 
administrators -- called for in the 
program. 


For the upcoming fiscal year, 
the council recommended that 
project funds come from a new 
utility users tax, a property tax 
increase and budget cuts in other 
departments.

Photography class to start 


“Darkroom Techniques in Improving Color Slides,” a 
photography mini-course geared primarily to the older adult 
population, will be offered begining Friday, May 2. 

The class, under the direction of the Rancho Santiago 
Community College District Continuing Education Division, is 
designed to enable students to significantly improve the quality 
of slides. 

Instructor Lillian Garton said, ‘It is really an excellent class 
for older adults, many of whom have slides from their travels 
which could be made better with this technique. The process 
doesn’t require an elaborate lab setup - it can be done in bowls on 
a table top - nor is it costly.” 

Classes will meet in the Spurgeon Room of the Santa Ana 
Library each Friday, for seven weeks from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. The 


fee is $5, but will be waived for students over 60 years old. A $9

Enrollment figures released 


Enrollment in the Rancho Santiago Community College 
District has risen to 24,197 students, according to Harold 
Bateman, SAC dean of Admissions. 

Some 15,697 are enrolled in college credit courses offered by 
SAC and 8,500 are enrolled in continuing adult education courses 
offered by the district. 

Bateman pointed out statistics regarding the college 
enrollment -- 11,018 are part-time, 4,679 full-time -- that indicate 
people are attending fewer classes and doing other things. 


Student wins B of A award 


SAC sophomore, Curtis Clark, won $250 in the Bank of 
America Community College Awards finals held April 25 in the 
Los Angeles Hilton Hotel. He placed fourth in the Business 
category among 40 Southern California semi- -finalists competing 
for $21,000 in prize-money.

- Parking fine rip-off 


The inadequate parking facilities at SAC 
continue to plague the student body and 
administration alike. 

Students, faculty, local dwellers, administrators 
and police all agree that something must be done. 
Reportedly, efforts are being made. 

Parking lot expansion plans, according to 
administration officials, include paving the area 
between the baseball and football fields and 
purchasing about a block of property south of 
SAC for conversion to parking space. 

Obstructing these measures is a lack of 
adequate financing. State and city funds have not 
been made available. 

Apparently the major -- if not only -- source of 
revenue being applied to the problem is the intake 
of fees for parking permits and fines for violations. 

Recent reports of inconsistencies in these areas 


being carried out. 

Allegations have come to the attention of the el 
DON that there have been instances of students 
being cited for parking in “no-parking” areas 
which are not marked as such. 

Parking fines are doubled if they are not payed 
within 10 days -- seemingly a very short period. 

These incidents have the appearance of 
over-zealousness on the part of those individuals 
and organizations concerned with issuing citations, 
gathering revenues and spending those revenues. 

Where is there any semblance of fairness in 
selling parking permit stickers which are too often 
useless? Or in issuing citations for offenses 
committed unknowingly, such as parking in a 
non-posted “restricted” area.

Last Friday, 86 people were 
arrested at a sell-out 
performance by Pink Floyd at 
the Los Angeles Sports Arena. 

The arrests were made by 
some 30 police officers stationed 
inside the building. All of those 
arrested were booked on 
charges including possession of 
drugs, possession of alcohol by 
minors and ticket-scalping. 

In the four sell-out 
performances by Pink Floyd at 
the Arena, a total of 475 arrests 
were made. Similar mass arrests 
have occured at the Shrine 
Auditorium. 

The existence of this kind of 
enforcement brings to mind 
tomorrow's Dave Mason concert 
at Cook Gym and what policy 
SAC will pursue in this and 
future events of this kind, 
including a possible appearance 
at the gym by Jeff Beck and the 
Mahavishnu. Orchestra.

will mark the beginning or the end 


The sum policy of both 
concert promoters and SAC 
administrators is very simple. 
Cigarette or pipe smokers would 
be well advised to bring some 
gum or Lifesavers to keep their 
nicotine fits at bay.

According to concert 
promoter, Harvey Kresky, there 
will be no police inside the gym. 
He feels that they will not be 
needed and that any problems 
cculd be handled by civilian 
security people and ushers. 

Kresky said that smokers 
would receive a warning -- that 
they would be asked to snuff 
their embers -- before it would 
become necessary to ask them to 
leave. 

SAC Community Services 
Director Stewart Case 
commented on the possibility of 
people smoking pot outside the 
gym. “What they do in the 


parking lot is their business,” he 
said, “but they take the chance 
of getting busted.” 

How big that risk would be 
was not commented on, but it 
seems likely that the Santa Ana 
Police will keep tabs on the area. 

Getting busted is not the only 
risk involved. Tomorrow's Dave 
Mason concert is viewed by 
Case, McCain and Kresky as a 
pilot for possible future events. 

Kresky has said that, if the 
politics of the concert 
appearances become too 
complex, he will drop the entire 
operation. 

If there are serious problems 
of any kind tomorrow it is 
unlikely that either SAC 
administrators or concert 
promoters will chose to continue 


the presentations. 

This means that SAC students 
would lose the opportunity to 
see acts like Dave Mason, Jeff 
Beck and Mahavishnu Orchestra 
at a favorable and nearby 
location. 

SAC Theatre Arts 
Department Chairman Bob 
Blaustone voiced some concern 
along these lines. “I personally 
hope that we can continue with 
this,” he said, “and it’s up to the 
student body to behave in a 
manner which will allow us to.” 

Perhaps the best summary 
was provided by Kresky. “If 
everybody can just be cool,” he 
said, “there shouldn’t be any 
problem. That means if the 
administration, the police and 
the audience can just keep cool, 
| see no reason why we can’t 
continue.” 

So be cool SAC. Smoke your 
reefers before you go and leave 
your Marlboros at home.

Unfortunately for Coach Jim Reach, the baseball season is 
coming to an end. 

Although it could be said that Reach’s first year as SAC’s head 
baseball coach has been anything but successful, his players are 
finally coming around and winning some games. 

The Dons showed the best promise since the beginning of the 
season last week, as they split their four games. 

The two losses could have been won by SAC also. But, as Reach 
explained, “The mark of a champion is luck and the ability to win 
when you have to. We aren't even lucky.” 

The lack of luck showed proficiently, when the Dons lost to 
Fullerton and Cerritos. Against the Hornets, SAC pitcher Gary 
Gerber, in his first start of the season, had a perfect game in the 
fourth inning and a one-hitter in the eighth. However, Reach 
removed Gerber, as he was beginning to tire. Fullerton then went to 
work on SAC’s bullpen, and eventually won the game in extra 
innings on a bloop single -- a break SAC seldom gets. 

The outstanding performance by Gerber didn’t go unnoticed. 
“He'll get another start, probably against Mt. SAC,” said Reach. 

Then the Cerritos magic, or what the Falcon players call “the 
natural touch,” beat SAC. Down 4-3 in the ninth, the Cerritos bats 
exploded for four runs to win the game. Dave Turley’s perfect 
squeeze bunt with the bases loaded in the eighth had given the Dons 
the lead. 

However, a little bit of the luck which had evaded them all season 
reappeared in their two successive wins. Orange Coast made errors 
and mental mistakes at the right time for SAC, and the booming bats 
of Rick Oliver and Mark McMillan were instrumental in a big win, 
12-6. It marked the first time the semi-potent Don offense had 
scored in double figures this year. McMillan had five RBI's and 
Oliver was three-for-four, driving home two runs. 

But the biggest -- and possibly the most shocking -- SAC win this 
year was a 7-5 upset of title minded San Diego Mesa. The Olympians 
were making moves on South Coast Conference leader Cerritos, but 
the loss hurt them dearly. Jerry Linnert hit his fifth home run of 
the year for the winning tallies. Linnert drove in four runs on the 
day, and Clark Reeder came in to save Tom Buckley’s first SCC win. 

The sun which once shone on the Dons is about to set. 
Tomorrow’s game with Cerritos and Tuesday’s at Fullerton will end 
what has been a dismal, but still interesting season for SAC baseball. 

Who knows, the way they've been playing lately, the Dons just 
might surprise somebody on their way out.
